1794  SILVER  DOLLAR 


The  first  year  of  our  largest  silver  coin  and  the  unit  on  which  our  system  of  coinage  is 
based.  While  the  decimal  system  originated  in  France,  we  were  the  first  country  to  use 
it  for  its  coinage.  While  discussions  on  an  independent  coinage  took  place  during  and 
after  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  mint  wasn’t  completed  until  1792.  Copper  coins  were 
struck  in  1793,  and  the  silver  coins  weren’t  struck  until  late  in  1794.  The  main  coin  was 
the  dollar  or  unit.  In  fact  the  edge  lettering  reads  “HUNDRED  CENTS  ONE  DOLLAR  OR 
UNIT”.  All  other  coins  are  based  on  this  “unit”  or  “dollar”  which  duplicated  the  Mexican 
8 reaies  in  size  and  content  (the  most  common  coin  circulating  in  the  colonies  at  the 
time).  Our  paper  money  of  the  period  recognized  this  by  stating  their  value  in  “Spanish 
billed  Dollars”  (Spanish-type  8 reales  of  Mexican  or  other  Spanish-American  mints).  An 
important  coin  historically  and  numismatically. 


1  . . 1794  Fine,  VERY  RARE  early  die  state  with  left  stars  sharp  and  lettering 
of  reverse  sharp!  We  doubt  if  10%  or  so  of  the  few  surviving  specimens 
come  this  way  Bolender  states  in  his  book.  (The  U.S.  Early  Silver  Dollars 
1794-1803  - printed  1950)  “Usually  found  with  the  impression  weak  on 
lower  part  of  date  and  stars  on  left,  and  sometimes  the  border  milling 
on  left  does  not  show  up.  The  corresponding  portion  of  reverse,  will 
therefore  also  appear  weak.  VERY  RARE.  This  is  further  corroborated  by 
Kosoff  in  his  catalog  of  the  Alex  Shuford  collection  (May  14,  1968)  wherein 
he  states  (lot  1436)  “Only  one  die  used  this  year.  First  year  of  issue. 
Only  a very  small  number  was  minted,  1758  pieces,  and  probably  less  than 
2 dozen  survived.  There  is  a characteristic  weakness  in  the  striking  of 
the  left  side.  The  reverse  has  an  unusual  number  of  adjustment  marks. 
Very  Fine  25.  Very  rare.  $5,500.00”  A careful  examination  of  the  illustra- 
tion of  that  specimen  indicates  that  the  left  stars  are  indeed  very  weak 
and  the  left  half  of  the  reverse  lettering  is  almost  completely  illegible  and 
covered  with  a number  of  mint-adjustment  marks  (file  marks  to  bring  the 
coin  down  to  its  proper  weight).  This  is  a more  esthetically  appealing 
specimen  with  nice  striking  and  even  wear,  there  is  a small  porous  spot  in 
field.  RARE  IN  ANY  CONDITION  BUT  VERY  RARE  SO  WELL  STRUCK!  The 
Shuford  specimen  realized  $4,000.00  a year  ago;  surely  this  attractive  coin 
herein  offered  worth  very  close  to  that.

We  believe  future  references  will  reflect  this  rather  than  a 
theoretical  listing  primarily  based  on  quantity  issued  — not  on  the  exact  knowledge  of 
the  specimens  actually  known  to  exist. 

We  quote  from  Robert  Lloyd’s  “Federal  Reserve  Notes  1928-1950”,  the  COIN  COLLECT- 
OR’S JOURNAL  Jan-Feb.  1953,  published  by  Wayte  Raymond.  “OF  ALL  OUR  SMALL  SiZED
